Spiritual Advisors Briefly Say No Legal 


Mistake Was Made in Execution- 


Body of Girl, Whom He Had Refused 


j to Marry, Found in Waters of Big 


I Moose Lake. 


AUBURN, N. Y., March 30—Unmoved 


and without showing the faintest sign 
of emotion of any kind. Chester Gillette 
was put tc death in Auburn prison this 
morning. 
The electrocution 
was 
the 


most successful that ever took pltxce in 
the local prison. 
But one contact was 


required to carry the mandates of the 
law ir.io effect, and when that was over, 
the murderer of Grace Brown had paid 
the penalty of his crime. 


The electrocution was marked through 


out with celerity. The man was de- 
clared dead by the officials at 6:18, but 
bv the watches held by some of the 
newspaper reporters it wa? two min- 
utes after that time when the warden 
Paid to the witnesses and attendants: 
"Gentlemen, the 
physicians 
announce 


that the man is dead." 


Conversation Too Loufl. 


The electrocution lacked much of the 


solemnity of former executions and dur- 
ing most of the time, except for the 
brief spncc when the 
electric current 


was coursing throt><jh the man's 
body 


there was a hum of voices in conversa- 
tion. This grew so marked during which 
the physicians were making the exnmir.- 
ntion of the body for life, tluit the war- 
den found it necessary to pound on the 
tile covered floor of the chamber for si- 
lence. 


The current was of 1,800 volts and 


7% amperes, and it was held on one 
minute nnd three seconds. 
'When this 


liad been done careful examinations of 
the man's heart was made, but there 
>>v.as no ~ign of life. 


Minister is Overcome. 


Tho Rev. Henry McTlrnvy 
of Little 


Falls, who hud been with Gillette was 
BO overcome nt the electrocution that he 
vsis taken from the death chamber be- 
fore the contact was turned off. 
Fear- 


ful that he would collapse, he started 
for the door lending to the prison yard. 
Keepers walked be.nide him. - 


Witnesses assembled at the Warden's 


office nt six o'clock and lit 0:10 the 
inarch from the office down through the 
pouth wing of the prison to the death 
chamber was started, and nt 6:11 when 
the state electrician Davis, mncle his test

lights, the witnesses had taken the seats 
assigned to them. 


March to Death Chamber, 


The test being finished the word was 


given and the door leading from

Confesses His Guilt. 


•Gillette made n confession to his spir- 


itual advisers, regnvilin;* which they to- 
day gave out the- following statement: 


"Because our relationship with Ches- 


ter Gillette, was privileged we do not 
deem it wi-.e to make a detailed state- 
ment and simply wish to say that no le- 
gal luistnko wn.i made in his electrocu- 
tion.

Last Word to Young Men. 


Besides the confession, Gillette had a 


word to say to the young men of the 
world. 
This was in n communication 


that was handed to Warden 
Beiiliain 


]/!St night as follows: 


"In the slmd-iw'of the valley of death, 


It is my desire'to uo' everything that 
would remove any doubt as to my hav- 
ing found Jesus Christ, the personal Sa- 
viour and unfailing friend. 
My one rc- 


grcat n.1 this time is that I have not 
given him the .preeminence in my life 
while I had the opportunity to work for 
him. 
If I could only say some one 


thing that would draw young men to 
Him, I would deem it the greatest privi- 
lege cvor granted me. But all I can 
say now is, I know in whom I have be- 
lieved and am persuaded that Ho is able j 


I think he decides 
just, but 
he has 


to keep that which I have committed 
unto Him against that day. 


"If .the young men of this country 


could only know the joy and pleasure 
of a Christian life; I know they would 
do nil in their power to become carnesr, 
active, Christians, and would strive to 
live as Chrisfwould have them live. 


''There i.s not one thing I have left 


undone which will bar me from faeing 
my God, knowing that my sins are for- 
given, for I have been free and frank 
in my talks with my spiritual adviser 
and God knows where I stand. 


"My task is done, the victory won.

Mother Glad He Confessed. 


Mrs. Gillette, mother of Chester, made 


a statement today, in part as follows: 


"Though it is a very hard thing for 


me to feel Chester was responsible for 
Grace Brown's death, yet it was the 
wish expressed to him continually by 
me, that if he was guilty, he say so be- 
lore the world, and that in his triumph- 
ant death I feel that God has answered 
my dearest wish and prayer, 


"And T am also so tharfkful to know 


that he did not strike Grace Brown as 
described by tho prosecution. A full ac- 
count will never be given out, for ho 
did not strike Grace Brown, 


"I feel that he should have had an- 


other trial, where he could have had an 
opportunity 
before 
an 
unprejudiced 


court and jury and where fair state- 
ments could have been made and consid- 
ered, but my boy wns ready to go a-nd 
I have nothing to say against Governor 
Hughes' 
decision, 


what he thinks is 
shown no mercy. 


Against Capital Punishment. 


"God has not failo'd us, and he will 


never fail those who trust him. I trust 
there will be a strong protest against 
capital punishment in this, that a young 
life, recently given to God, has been cut 
off by the law. when it might have been 
spared to be useful to the world in one 
of the darkest places of the world—a 
penitentiary. 


"Strangers all through 
the 
United 


States have become friends in this hour 
of trouble and to them 
through 
the 


press, we as parents and brothers and 
sisters, wish to express our appreciation 
and thanks. They have helped us 
to 


bear the heavy burden which has fallen 
upon us." 


Girl's Trust Betrayed. 


The crime for which Chester 15. Gil- 


lette was sentenced to forfeit his life in 
tho eelctric chair in Auburn prison to- 
day, was the murder of his sweetheart, 
Grace Brown, near Big Noose in the 
Adirondack^ on July 11. IMG. Gillette 
was convicted on circumstantial evi- 
dence after a sensational trial in which 
the pathetic 
love letters 
of 
"Billy" 


Brown, as the girl was familiarly known 
among her associates, to Gillette, played 
an important part. The girl who per- 
ished in the waters of Big Moose lake 
had trusted (iillette to make amends 
for the wrong he had done her by mak- 
ing her his wife, and her letters which 
were found in the young man's room al- 
ter his arrest at Eagle Bay, have be.cn 
considered by many as classic in their |' 
simplicity and their tender pleading for 
the right that was her due. 


Gillette had been more or less of a 


rover up to the time he became foreman 
iu 
his uncle's shirt 
manufactory in 


Cortland, X. V. He had led a some- 
what gay life but was given to under- 
stand upon his arrival in Cortland that 
ho must conduct himself so that his 
vcaltliy relatives might at least re.cog- 
nfae him. He soon became interested in 
church work, mncle many friends and ap- 
parently conducted himself with pro- 
priety. . 


Thought He W.ould Wed Her. 


Grace Brown was a farmer's daughter 


:rom South Otselic who worked in the 
ami' factory with Gillette-. Although 
lie did not pay her unusual attention 
her companions were not Umg in recog- 
nizing that she was comewhat of a fa- 
vorite with the young foreman. He be- 
gan to cull on her at the home of her 
married .sister, who lived in the city, and 
soim won her trust and nll'ection. The 
girl's 
confidence in Gillette 
and 
his 


promise of marriage eventually led to 
her undoing anil in tha summer of IDOij 
*he. went home to prepare; for her wed- 
ding which she fall could not long be. 
postponed. It was during her stay at 
her lioin:1 in South Otselic that she wrote 
Him 
tho roniarkiiblc series 
of 
letters 


which were found among Gillette's ef- 
fects after his arrest, many of which 
were published in Saturday night's is- 
sue of the Journal. 


Showed Her Noble Spirit, 


Tn these outpourings of her soul she' 


breathed the poignancy of her sorrow, 
nnd her sweetness of girlish youth, faith 
and self-sacrifice wure ever apparent. 
Jn her misery she pleaded with her lov- 
er to conic to her saying that she had 
been brave but was beginning to feel 
discouraged. In spite of her suffering 
she thought first of all of him, and how 
she might lesson any burden that he was 
destined to bear. 


'I am an lonesome for you as—oh, as I 


thought I'd be. I don't believe you've 
even missed me.," she wrote soon after 
her arrival home. ''1 did not think all 
the home folks would be so glad to sec 
me. They ate me up, a:id if you ever 
have thought I wa* spoiled, dear, I don't 
know what you will think of me when 
I. get back. You or any one else won't 
be uble to do anything with me." 


Hoped Against Hope. 


A few days later she wrote,:. "I have 


t. 


done nothing but cry since I got here. 
If you were only here I would not feel 
so badly. I do try to be brave dear, 
but how can I when everything goes 
wrong? I can't help thinking you will 
never come for me, but then I say you 
can't be so mean as that, and besides 
you told me you would-come and you 
have never disappointed me when you 
said you would not."" 


Tells pf Her Discouragement. 


In her next letter she told of receiv- 


ing a letter from a girl friend. 
"This 


girl wrote me," she said, "that you 
seemed to be having an awfully good 
time, and she guessed that'my coming 
home hail done you good as you had not 
scorned so cheerful in weeks. * * * 
I 


I should have known, Chester, that you 
did not care for mo. But somehow ] 
have trusted you more than 
anyone 


else. Perhaps you don't think or you 
can't help making me grieve, but I wish 
things were different. You may say 
you do too, but you can't possibly wish 
so more than I. I have been very brave 
since I came home, but tonight I am 
very discouraged. 
Chester, if I could 


only die. I know how you feel about 
this affair and I wish for your sake you 
need not be troubled. If I die I hope 
you can then be happy." 


Asserts Her Womanliness. 


The coolness of Gillette's replies to 


the girl's fervent pleadings caused her 
to say in her next letter: 


"I- wns glad to hear from you and 


surprised as well. I thought you would 
rather have my letters affectionate, but 
yours was so business-like that I have 
come to the conclusion that you wish 
mine to be that way. I may tell you 
though, that I am not a business wo 
man and so presume that these letters 
will not satisfy .you any more than the 
others did. I think, pardon me, that I 
understand my position and that it is 
rather unnecessary for you to be so 
frightfully frank in making me uee it. 
I cnn see my position ..as keen as any- 
one, 
I think. You say you were sur- 


prised, but you thought I would be dis- 
couraged. I don't see why I should not

the girl's spirit of self-sacrifice asserted 
itself and she wrote: 


"Chester, 1 don't suppose 
you 
will 


ever know how I regret being all this 
trouble to you. I know you hate me 
and 
I 
can't blame wou one bit. Of 


course, it's worse for me than for you, 
but the world and you, too, may think 
I am the one to blame, but somehow I 
can't; just simply can't, think that I 
am, Chester. 


"My little sister came up just a min- 


ute ago with her hands full of daisies 
and asked me if I didn't want my for- 
tune told.' I told her I guessed it was 
pretty well told now." 


The Last of Grace Brown. 


Plans were later arranged for a meet- 


ing between the two and it WRS nt Big 
Moose lake, July 11, that the woman 
met her death, while the couple were 
rowing. 


Late that night Gillette appeared at 


the Arrowhead on Eagle Buy, twelve 
miles from Big Moose, He had walked 
through the woods, carrying the suit case 
and camera, but the tennis racquet was 
missing. 
His 
clothing 
and 
baggage 


wero dry. The next day he went on an 
excursion with the young women from 
Cortlnnd, whom 
meet. 


Alarm was fcj 


failure of OilleJ

made the next day. The boat was found 
floating bottoni up near shore iu a se- 
cluded part of the lake, with a woman's 
wrap spread over the bottom." The lake 
was dragged and the body of Grace 
Brown was found about 300 feet from 
the shore. Gillette subsequently was 
arrested at Eagle Bay on July 14. 


Prosecution's strong Chain. 


The trial began at Herkiiuer at a 


special term of the supreme court on 
Xovembcr 12, 1000, nnd on December 5 
(lilletto was found guilty of murder in 
the first degree and sentenced to death. 
The prosecution presented a chain of 
evidence which the defense was unable 
to break down. Gillette, who testified, 
denied none of the evidence except.tho 
actual killing of the girl. He said she 
had urged him to marry her but that 
he wns not in a position to do so nt that 
lime as he had but scant means and his 
marriage would mean the loss of his 
position iu the factory. He said the 
girl arose in the boat, declaring that she 
would end the matter then and there, 
and taliped overboard. The boat was 
overturned, he claimed, nnd although 
he made efforts • to save the girl from 
drowning he was unable to do BO. The 
evidence showed that the wnter was but 
a few feet deep. Upon hin^ failure to 
rescue the. girl he said he had waded 
ashore. He explained the condition of 
his baggngc by saying that he had left 
it on the. bnnk where they had partaken 
of 
some light luncheon. The 
tennis 


racquet, 
with which 
the 
prosecution 


claimed he dealt the girl's death blow, 
was found hidden iu the woods after 
weeks of search. 


Stayed by One Appeal. 


The execution of the death penalty 


was stayed by an appeal to the court of 
appeals on January 19, 1907, and on 
January 8 last the case was argued. The 
court affirmed the judgment of convic- 
tion and fixed the week beginning March 
30 for carrying, out'the death*acaten.cc.' 


Left Note Declaring Doctors' Hope of 


Curing Him of Stomach Trouble Was 


Without Foundation—Told of Agony 


Caused By Mysterious Sickness—-Felt 


Death Was Certain. 


Worrying over his ill health and be- 


lieving that he could 
not 
be 
cured 


Charles Stephan, twenty years old, com- 
mitted suicide shortly before 7 o'clock 
this morning at the home of his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Stephan, a. 
short distance north of tha subway on 
the Milwaukee road. His parents knew 
that his illness worried him considera- 
.ble, but they had no idea, that hs would 
take hie life to escapo the pai.n and dis- 
comfort which he had endured the past 
three months. He never hinted at tak- 
ing his life, and his deed came as :v com- 
plete surprise to the other members of 
the family with whom he wns a great 
favorite, having worked for several years 
on the farm and always being 
of 
a 


cheerful disposition until 
his 
ailment 


came on. He had been given hopes of a 
cure by his physicians, hut. it still both- 
ered him, believing that there was no 
cure and that he was doomed to die. Ke 
left a long note which was written some 
days ago in which he explained the rea-' 
sons for his rash act. 


Mother Discovers Body. 


Mrs. Stephan, th'e mother of the boy, 


discovered his dead body lying on the 
floor in the barn which is' located a 
short distance north of the house. He 
ate a little breakfast at 6 o'clock this 
morning, remained, in the house for a 
short time and then left without his 
coat. He had a hat 'on and a light jack- 
et, and the mother thoxiglit 
that 
he 


would come in shortly. For that reason 
she paid no attention to him until ten 
minutes had elapsed when she began to 
fear that he might catch cold and went 
outside to look for him. She failed to 
discover him in the yard, and then en- 
tered the barn where she found his dead 
body with a bullet hole in the right tem- 
ple. The revolver, an old weapon which 
had been in the household, for twenty 
years and had been hidden away in a 
bureau wrapped in a newspaper, was 
found lying by his side with one cham- 
ber emptied. 


Worse Off Than Dead. 


His physicians 
believed that 
they 


would be able to effect a cure in a short 
time, but the young man did not have 
sufficient confidence in them and believ- 
ed that a cure was impossible. This is 
shown by the note which was found in 
,he house after the act had been commit- 
icd. It reads as follows: 


"Dear Folks: 
How I wish I could 


iparc you this great trouble, but it is 
impossible. My God, if T could explain 
my condition you could not believe it. It 


unhuman, impossible: How glad I 


would be if it was as the doctor says, 
just a stomach trouble. 
How glad I 


would hear all the pain and everything, 
)ut it is worse, much worse, than any 


'humnn being ever had. My God, how I 
would like to tell you, but I am worse 
oil' than dead; so I'll end it for the good 
of nil. I do not blame tho doctor any 
for he could never do nothing else for me 
and could never fix me. It's worse to 
wait longer, for I'd be the same, and 
they would operate on me and I'd die 
just the same. It would only be a liv- 
ing death to me and more trouble, to 
j'OU. Dear Father and all, I know even 
nn T am that you would do all for mo 
that can he done in the world, and be: 
lieve me, how glad I would like to repay 
it and spare you this trouble. 
I would 


like to thank you all for everything. If 
I had only a little human feeling to ex- 
press it. 


Sickness Mysterious to Him. 


"My God, I can't tell how thin myster- 


ious sickness came upon me, and I knew 
a sf 
did from the start that I wns 


doomed, but T bore it for the sake of 
such good, loving parents nnd brothers 
and sisters, but it is no use, so the soon- 
er it is over the better. It is no use to 
tell how t feel for nobody in the world 
would know and believe me; no doctor 
neither. So may you all forgive mo and 
not take it hard, for you'll be relieved 
if you knew that I felt better. So, good- 
bye, dear folks, and all: I am that 
unfortunate 
.

Ill With"Stomach'I/rouble. 


Dr. Halm of this city was called to 


the esse by the parents;- -He -had been 
treating the boy for .. the, . past . three 
mouths for a complaint of tho stomach. 


His food did not digest and his body re- 
ceived no nourishment. That caused him 
to become despondent, believing that "he 
could not be cured. A month ago he wns 
taken to St. Mary's hospital where he 
underwent treatment for ten days. He 


I seemed to be somewhat improved after 


I that and went to his home. Yesterday 
morning he was taken to the same hos- 
pital for treatment nnd examination by 
Dr. Sifton of Milwaukee. His stomach 
was washed out, and it was decided to 
strengthen him up for a month and then 
make an incision to ascertain the real 
difficulty. This fact the boy knew, and 
he greatly dreaded the operation as was 
shown by the note left by him. Both of 
the physicians believed that they couid 
effect a cure, but the boy had not tin 
confidence nnd became despondent nh< 
committed the act under the belief tha 
he would be saving his parents trouble 
as well as relieving himself of the pain 
and suffering. 


Was the Oldest Son. 


The Stephan family is well known in 


this part of Raeine county, having work 
ed the farm north of the city for some 
years. 
Charles, the dead boy, was th 


oldest of the seven children.- 
He hai 


always worked on the farm arid hat 
earned a considerable aum for his par 
ents who are well to do nnd have, ; 
large farm. The parents are almost dis 
traded over the rash act, but can only 
account for it by the suffering which th 
hoy had been going through. There tiro 
four more boys and two girls in the fain 
ily and they have the sympathy of a 
large'circle of friends. 


, No Inquest Necessary. 


Coroner Jonas Hoyle was called to the 


scene a short time after the tragedy oc 
curred. 
He made an' investigation am 


arrived at the conclusion that no inquest 
was necessarj'. 


Dr. C. K. Hahn performed an autopsy 


on the remains to ascertain the cause o: 
the young man's illness and found thai 
the stomach'and intestines .were in 
bad' condition, the food taken into the 
stomach being practically undigested.

(5*rd to the peonuge quefVon Mr Hum 
pirey of Mississippi declared that ther 
TTHS no imprisonment for debt in tha 
state. 


He was technically correct. 
At th 


same time it may he stated that peon 
age or involuntary servitude exists in 
the state of Mississippi, not because o 
t.he wickedness of individual planters 
but bccatsie of the statutes of the state 


Neither an immigrant nor a colorcc 


man ought to subject himself to the law 
of the state of Mississippi if he can 
cuoipc it. There is an undoubted oppo 
Mfcion. to the constitution of the L'nitec 
States which ought not to be allowed 
in any statp, and Italians, Hungarians 
autl others would be extremely foolisl 
if tboy continue to go to the state o 
Mississippi while such laws arc on thi 
statute \books. 


Laws Violativc of Constitution. 


In the constitution of the state o\ 


Mississippi, in the eighteenth section o; 
ihr third a-rftclc, there is this declara 
tion: 


"There shall be neither slavery nor 


involuntary 
servitude 
in this jtate 


otherwise than in punishment of crimes 
whereof the party shall have been duly 
convicted." 


ID the thirteenth-section of the Siimi 


article there is the following dcc-la-ra 
tion: "There shall he no imprisonment 
for debt." 


There could not "be any legal peonage 


if the provisions of the Mississippi con 
utitution wore enforced properly. There 
ia an open violation of this constitution 
szid of the constitution of the Unitec 
St*tc» in the existing laws. 


They do not call it imprisonment foi 


debt in Mississippi, but at the same 
time there is a specifi- provision for an 
alleged violation of contract, the pen- 
alty lor which is a fine of :not more than 
9100 or imprisonment in the county jail 
for not exceeding six months, or both 
of these punishments, in the discretion 
of the court. 


Furthermore, it is declared by the 


Mississippi statutes to be unlawful to 
•make, a sscond contract without giving 
notice of the first agreement, and the 
punishment for this is fixed at a lino 
not exceeding 530. 


Justices of Peace Create Peonage. 
To cap the climax, the Mississippi 


}»ws provide a penalty for enticing ser- 
vants from one employment to another. 
The punishment is a fine of not less 
than $20 noi1 more than $100, and, in ad 
dition. the defendant is made liable to 
the employer or landlord for all the ad 
vanees made by him to the renter or 
laborer, and all damages which may have 
been sustained by the failure of that 
laborer to do his work. 


When a case in brought Under these- 


kiwH before a justice- of the peace in the 
utata of Mississippi the accused person 
is almost 
invariably 
convicted 
and 


placed in the custody of the county con- 
tractor. 


Peonage, in the stato of Mississippi, 


which has been most vigorously de- 
nounced by Mr. John Sharp Williams 
and others, has been made possible 
through the efforts of these justices of 
tbe poace. 


They are often employers of laborers 


•themselves. It ij a common custom that 
indictment* of laborers under this sec- 
tion sbaJl be transmitted to the justice 
of the peace. 


In. the statute book of the slate of 


"Mississippi there is contained au out- 
rageous provision, the like of which is 
not to bo found in the public laws of 
any other st*tc in the union. 


Law Makes Slavery. 


A mjui may be convicted of mere vio- 


lation of contract, ajid for that violation 
he may be sent to the chain gang. 


Under the laws of the state of Missis- 


sipi the unfortunate victim of this sys- 
tem may be farmed out to the men with 
whom he violated the contract. 


Under aectiorr'SBO of the statute laws 


of the state of^Miasissippi there is found 
the following/provision: 


"The sheriff may at any time, unless 


the 
board of supervisors shall have 


otherwise directed, hire out, with his 
consent, any convict who is held for a 
•fine, costs or jail fees to any person" who 
muy apply for him and pay in cash to 
the sheriff the amount of his fine, costs, 
•and jail fees, or give a good uud suffi- 
cient bond, to be approved by the sheriff, 
for the payment of his fine, coals, and 
iail fees at the expiration of the time 
for which the convict is hired, on such 
tcirns as may be agreed upon by the 
'person, sherifT, and.-convict,' but the em- 
ployer or landlord, of the. convict may 
hire him from the- sheriff in preference 
to luiv otlicr person sc.iJ xvitlumi tin.- 


Distinction Without Dift'c-iintv. 


'I his is not imprisonment for ileU, but 


it is something close to it, and Utcrc I 


seems to. be a direct viplation of i.Ue 
amendment to the constitution of the 
United States which provides thrt there 
'shall .not be imprisonment in this coun- 
try. • for anything except conviction of 
crime. 


Under section S40 of the Mississippi 


code it is also provided "that the sheriff 
may hire out, at public- outcry at the 
door of the courthouse, convicts held for 
a fine, costs, and jail fees who have not 
been hired out with their consent or to 
their landlords without their consent."' 


It is- easy to see that under this sort 


of law ,.the tenant who may not agree 
with his landlord has but littli clianco 
when brought into a court of law. 


If he violates his contract he is sub- 


jected to a prison sentence. This prison 
sentence vnay involve either a term in 
the penitentiary or a period of time in 
the chain gang, which is a county insti- 
tution. 


It the unfortunate chooses to.do s.o 


he muy serve out his term by omitting 
to pay his fine. If he does not pay his 
fine he thereupon becomes a county con- 
vict, and, as such, his employer or land- 
lord has a prior claim against any other 
person [or his services. 


Under section SHO of chapter 29 of 


the Mississippi code it is provided "That 
all offenses under the penal laws of the 
state shall, when so provided by the 
general ordinances of a municipality, be 
also offensive against the city, town, or 
village in whose corporate limits the 
offense may have been committed, to 
the same extent as though such offenses 
were made offenses against the city, 
town, or village by a separate ordinance 
in each case; and, upon conviction there- 
of, the same punishment shall bo im- 
posed by the city, town, or village as is 
provided by the laws of the state witl 
regard to such offenses against the stat 
in cases of maximum penalty which may 
be imposed by the municipal corpora 
tion." 


In this way there is a double penalty 


provided. The Italian laborer or the un 
fortunate negro is convicted, Jirst of all 
under the laws of the state. Then hi 
s convicted in the same way,, at th< 
.atnc time, by the city ordinance, al 
though the city ordinance is only intro 
duced as a part of the state Itiw.

"OPEN SHOP" THEIR DEMAND 


Twenty-four Kenosha Contractors Won't 


Pay Carpenters Fifty Cents An Hour 


—Say Not Fighting Union. 


The Master Builders' association of 


Kenosha has come out flat-footed and de- 
clared for tha "open shop" for the reason 
that they will be unable to pay the 
union scale of fifty cents an hour for 
carpenters. 
They believe thai, 
forty 


cents an hour about right, and are wil- 
ling to pay that. 'amount, claiming that 
tbe stringency of the money market and 
the high price of material for building 
will have a tendency to stop considerable 
building which has been proposed if the 
union men stick1 to their determination 
to work for fifty cents an hour only. 


The master builders state in -a letter 


to the public which is signed by twenty- 
four contractors, that they attempted to 
secure a slight reduction last fall in the 
hope' of resuming work this spring with 
all matters settled amicably. Being. un- 
able to do this, they 
, they are forc- 


ed to come out'and declare for the ''open 
shop." • The contractors state 'tfcat they 
are not- righting tbe union and will en- 
deavor to proceed with their business as 
usual, discriminating against no union 
man and treating all alike. Pending a 
settlement of the -controversy, they, say, 
they will carry on their business and 
complete all contracts 'that may be en- 
tered into with any member of tbe. as- 
lOciation. 


Just how the union stands on the pro- 


position is not known as they have made 
no public 'statement up to this time. It 
is expected that another attempt will be 
made to settle 'their differences.

The letter was written in response to 


a request of the senate committee, which 
for fifteen months has had before it the 
bill by Senator La Follctte requiring 
such valuation. There have been ru- 
mor* recently that the 
commission's 


letter disproves this ,and holds the com- 
mission squarely to the policy it adopt- 
ed two years ago • when in a letter to 
the president, written in answer to an 
inquiry by biro, it strongly recommend- 
ed the valuation. 


Might Cost $3,000,000. 


The commission in earlier estimates of 


evpcnse has placed it as low ss $1,2.30,- 
000. 
In the letter today it explains that 


estimates on this point are uncertain, 
and that it is not impossible a valuation 
would cost $3,000,000. 


As to the time required, it is suggested 


the work ought not to be required to.be 
completed in less than.three years. It is 
pointed out that the legislation should 
be carefully drawn and thai the words 
"fair and reasonable valuation, ought 
not to be used because 
these- 
words 


have come to be subjects of "so much 
judicial construction that it is difficult 
to be assured what the courts would 
consider a valuation 
complying with 


such description. 


Victory for La Follette. 


The commission favors a simple ap- 


praisal of strictly physical elements. If 
there is to be considered any other ele- 
ments, such as franchise and good will, 
these should be felt subject to inde- 
pendent consideration.

served notice on-the senate floor that he

La Follette and Stephenson voted, to- 
gether. They disagreed on the question 
of the payment of interest by National 
banks on government deposits. The fi- 
nance committee reported an amendment 
for the payment by the banks of inter- 
est at the rate of 1 per cent per an- 
num on deposits directly made by the 
treasury department. In other words, 
the interest provision is not to apply in 
the case of deposits made by postmas- 
ters, internal revenue collectors, cus- 
toms officers and like agents of the gov- 
rnmetit. 
Senator Clay proposed us a substitute 


that the rate of interest be 2 per cent 
per annum. Senator La Follctte favor- 
ed the Clay substitute and 
made 
a 


speech for it. The eloquence of his col- 
Iciigue.did not win Senator Stepbenson 
and lie voted against the Clay substi- 
tute which was defeated.

As soon as pos- 
sible Mrs. Hanson gave the alarm and 
Ben Tlogan. n young man, sprinted as 
fast ns ho could to the place whore the 
girl went in. 
Without hesitation 
he 


waded into the river nnd in a few mo- 
ments found the girl in three feet of 
water. He pulled the body to the r.horc 
nnd up on the bank. 
She was to all 


appearances dead and the news of the 
suicide was phoned to the police office, 
with the information that the girl was a 
stranger in that section and hiKl not 
boen seen there before and great mys- 
tery prevailed. 


Ice Man Gives! Clue. 


A largo number of people assembled 


and viewed the face cold in death but 
they turned away, unnblo to identify 
her. One of the persons who looked at 
the girl was John Cole, employed by the 
Horliek Ice Co. The 
gentleman 
said 


that the girl looked very much like a 
young woman he hnd seen at the home 
of Edward Gillen on \orth Erie street. 
Newspaper men e-illod up the 
Gillen 


homo and ascertained thnt Emma Stan- 
ley was employed there nnd that she 
had a sister who lived or. Forest street. 
It waft also ascertained that receipts 
were found on the body 
bearing 
the 


names of Emma and Susan Stanley. This 
clue brought about the complete iden- 
tification of the dead girl. On her per- 
son there was also found $42 in money. 
After being brought to the morgue Dr. 
Brehm made an examination 
of 
tlic 


body and all of the witnesses nnd girl's 
relatives were notified to be at the in- 
quest this afternoon. 


Receipts found on the person of the 


girl and which are in possession of the 
coroner, show thnt she had sent to hoi- 
parents who are in Portarden, Ireland, 
$110 in ten months. 


Girl Was in Trouble. 


It developed this morning that tho 


girl was well thought of and highly es- 
teemed at the factory where she was 
employed and that she wns faithful and 
ladylike in every way. 
When her sister

been ruined by Robert -Atkinson, the sis- 
ter's husband, and was .'in trouble, tr-4t 
she was sent from the home of her sis- 
ter, who waa very indignant.

She testified tftat she had never had 


any trouble about it until' yesterday 
morning when she accused the girl of it. 
She had been suspicious for six weeks, 
but could not say anything as she was 
not sure. She stated that her husband 
went to work yes'.erday morning as 
usual, and that he failed to return for 
dinner. She had not seen him since that. 
She hud never accused him of the of- 
fonsc. She testified to having two child- 
ren. 
When she was asked why she sus- 


pected that there was some wrong rela- 
tions between her sister and her hus- 
band she stated that she went away for 
two days at one lime, nnd when she re- 
turned she saw something which made 
her suspicious. After that she watched 
them closer and learned other facts. She 
stated that her husband used to treat 
her dead sister with the greatest consid- 
eration and often took her out, but that 
she was merely a slave for him. 


Alexander Atkinson Testifies. 


Alexander Atkinson, 1327 Freeman 


court, testified that he was the brother 
of Robert and that they were employed 
at the Belle City Malleable Iron company 
as moldcrs. He stated that his brother's 
wife ciime to him yesterday morning 
and told of the relations between his

Some Figures Which Show tho Marina

"state-federal rate 
controversies that 


were so excitedly debated all over the 
country some months ago have been set- 
tled by the federal supreme court. What- 
ever may be said of the decisions in the 
Minnesota and Missouri cases, 
it 
is 


cause for satisfaction that loose charges 
of party or sectional bias are absolutely 
excluded by the fact that 
the 
court 


stood 8 to 1, and the 
only 
dissenting 


opinion came from an able, stanch and 
vigorous Republican. 
If the 
decisions 


arc to be characterized by the defeated 
side as "crushing blows to state rights" 
it will be well to bear in mind that the 
Democrats on the supreme bench found 
themselves unable to take that view of 
the conclusions they reached. 


The decisions turn on two important 


questions—the constitutionality of state 
acts which penalize resort to the fed- 
eral courts, or any courts at all, by im- 
posing enormous fines and the possibility 
of imprisonment on defendants, and the 
power of inferior federal tribunals to re- 
strain state officers, including attorneys 
general, from seeking to enforce or even 
to test in state courts state laws of 
doubtful validity. 


That laws which provide for excessive, _ 


enormous and 
unreasonable 
penalties, 


and thus aim to deny a hearing, a day in 
court, to the interests affected arc un- 
constitutional is no new doctrine with 
the supreme court. 
On this point pre- 


cedents arc followed. 
In a, famous case 


decided some years ago the same court 
said that, while a state may impose such 
penalties as will compel observance of 
its commands, an effort to prevent judic- 
ial inquiry by virtual threats of 
ruin 


through fines and hardships is u. denial 
of tho equal protection of the laws. 


The other question, as to when a suit 


against state officers is a suit against 
the state itself 
(which 
the 
eleventh 


amendment forbids) and when it is a 
of their official character, has given the 
suit against them ns individuals stripped 
courts considerable trouble in the past. 
The precedents are 
neither clear 
nor 


wholly consistent, but the tendency has 
bct.-n to limit the scope of the amend- 
ment named. The present decisions are 
in lino with certain leading 
and 
oft- 


quoted cases. A distinction is made be- 
tween enjoining a grand jury or a state 
court and enjoining an individual seek- 
ing to enforce an alleged unconstitution- 
al state law. Whether the governor of 
a state could be enjoined is left an open 
question by the distinction. 


The significance of the decision lies in 


the recognition by the court of the in- 
terstate nature of 
the 
transportation 


business and the necessity of securing 
efficient and just control of it. Grant- 
ing federal jurisdiction, the court holds 
thnt the complaints may appeal at once 
to a federal tribunal, avoiding loss, delay 
and chaos, and even obtain a temporary 
injunction to prevent the enforcement of 
challenged legislation, so long as the in- 
junction or other action is not plainly 
an attempt to obstruct the state in the 


i exercise of its powers and duties.

In 
188D there were reported 30,485 active 
craft with an aggregate gross tonnage of 
8,339,135 and 1,400 idle craft with an 
aggregate gross tonnage of 233,639. 


By far the largest part of the Ameri- 


can, shipping, 20,032 vessels with an ag- 
gregate tonnage of'•more than 4,800,000 
tons, operates on the Atlantic coast and 
Gulf 
of Mexico. The 
next 
greatest 


number, 9,62-2 vessels with a. tonnage of 
over 4,400,00, is shown for the Mississ- 
ippi river and its tributaries. 


The smaller number of vessels or. the 


great Jakes. 2,9!)Q, represented a value 
of over $130,00(1,000 and derived an in- 
come of over $(i5,000,000. Shipping on 
the Pacific coast showed a great pro- 
portionate increase and did business val- 
ued at about $40,000,000. 


Decreasing Use of Sailing Vessels. 
The substantial increase in American 


chipping is due entirely to the increase 
in steam vessels and in unrigged craft, 
as the number of sailing vessels decreas- 
ed over 10 per cent, while their tonnage 
increased but 1.7 percent. 


Between 1889 and 1SOB the number of 


steam vessels increased from S.603 to 9,- 
027, or 77.2 per cent; their tonnage, from 
1,710,073 to 4,059,521, or 137.4 per cent; 
nnd their value, from §131,507,427 to. 
$386,772,727, or 194 per cent. 


During the year 1006. according to tho 


census, 
ferryboats carried 
330,737,639 


passengers; over 03 per cent of whom 
were carried by the ferries in and around 
New York harbor. 


Freight More Than Doubled. 


In 1SS9 nearly 130,000,000 net tons of 


freight were carried by vessels of the 
United States; in 1908 over 265,000,000 
net tofis were so carried, an increase of 
over 100 per cent. The proportionate 
increases for freight carried on tho At- 
lantic froast and Gulf of Mexico and on 
the great lakes were even considerably, 
larger. 


On the basis of tonnage moved, coal 


is the most important item of freight in1 


tho 
water commerce of 
the 
United 


States. The movement, amounting to 
over 49,000,000 tons, is composed chiefly 
of shipments of hard coal. 


Xcxt to coal the greatest tonnage is 


for iron ore, the transportation of which 
is concentrated on the great lakes. In 
1S89 shipments of iron ore amounted to 
about 8,000,000 tons; in 1006, to over 
41,000,000 tons, an increase of over 400 
per 
cent. In the great 
lakes 
region 


large quantities of grain—3,589,329 tons 
—were transported by water . 


Iron and StDcl Construction. 


One of the striking facts brought out 


by the report is the rapid increase in the 
use of iron and steel as materials for 
the construction of vessels. The first 
census at which tho construction of iron 
and steel and of wooden vefsels was giv- 
en separately was that of 1880. In that 
year 26.5 per cent only of the total value 
of new construction was of iron and 
steel; in 18DO the proportion was 47.2 
per cent; in 1000, 71.2 per cent; and in 
1905, S1.7 per cent. 


Increased Use of Canals. 


In 1880 the amount of freight passing 


through the canals and canalized rivers 
of the United States was. in round num- 
bers, 21,000,000 tons: in 1880, 49,000,000 
tons; and in 1906, 122,000,000 tons, an 
increase of over-ISO per cent between 1SSO 
and 
1906. This increase has 
resulted 


wholly from the increased use of gov- 
ernment canals. 


The total mileage of canals construct- 


ed and of rivers improved by canalization 
between 1SSO and 190(i was 1,290.53 mile?. 
In 
the same period, 
however,

miles were abandoned, so that the in- 
crease in the mileage in use wns only 
408.82 miles. 


Busiest Canal in the World. 


The busiest canal in the world is the 


St. Marys Falls canal connecting Lake 
Superior with Lake Huron. In 1906 the 
net tonnage of vessels passing through 
this canal was throe times ns great as 
that through the. Sue/, canal and more 
than 
seven 
times ns great as that 


through the .Kaiser Wilhclni, or Kiel, 
canal. This 
is the 
more noteworthy 


since tho St. Marys Falls canal, on ac- 
count of the severity of the cold, is open 
to traffic for only about eight months 
in tho year, while the others urn open 
twelve. The increased use of the St. 
Mary's Falls canal has been tremendous, 
in 1880 only 1,23.'),270 tons went through; 
in 1SSO only 1,24-1,271' tons went through; 
27C.802 tons, an amount 3.217.3 per cent 
greater than in 1880 and 449.2 per cent 
greater than in 1889.

measure. At that time he told Senator 
Hale that no-rer ajtain so long a» he was 
in th« senate would he allow unanimous 
consent with respect to any important 
matter of legislation. 


As a remit Senator Aldrich announced

Senator La Follette's speech ended as 


it began, with sensational arraignment 
of the "system" and incidental thereto 
some 
very personal allueions to

Chicago hankers who have 


been reported as criticising earlier fea- 
tures of the 'Wisconsin senator's long ad- 
dress. 


It was argued that the Aldrich bill 


would only serve to strengthen the great 
money power of Wall street by giving 
the "system" *500,000,000 more to spec- 
ulate with in emergencies. The speak- 
er said -with marked inuendo that the 
rules of the senate prevented him from 
alluding to motives in connection wilh 
legislation by that body, but that, he 
could state that results of all financial 
legislation in the. past had been to the 
benefit'of special interests.. He. argued 
for legislation to keep reserves where 
they would be available to depositors in 
time, of need; to prevent speculative in- 
vestments and loans by banks; to re- 
quire that the men in charge of nation- 
al banks dhould be bankers and not spec- 
ulatom whose principal interests,were in 
the control and promotion nf trusts; to 
prevent bank officers and directors .fr.om 
borrowing from and .manipulating the 
funds of banks under their'control,'and 
to make more certain the punishment 
of bank officers «nd directors for vio- 
lations of tlie laws. 


Demands a Commission.

He declared it was manifest that no 


committee of the senate would give the 
important subject of fundamental re- 
forms of our banking and currency sys- 
tem the nort of consideration which the 
subject demanded and he favored a com- 
mission of experts and men representing 
all legitimate interests lo investigate 
thoroughly and report to congress. 


The commission suggestion brought 


Senator Beveridge to his feet with a nail 
upon Senator Aldrich for his opinion. 


Hits Forgan and Dawes. 


Regarding Chicago criticism of hi* list 


of less than 100 men who were declared 
to control the financial and industrial 
affairs of the country, Senator La Fol- 
Ictte said: 


."It is no surprise that .Mr. Forgan of 


the First National Bnnk of Chicago; and 
Mr. Dawas.of the Central Trust, com- 
pany of Chicago should both protest and 
deny. They declare that they do not 
share in any Jtich control of the business 
of the country.

TO ABOLISH FREE SERVICE. 


Railroad Commisison 
So 
Announces— 


New Classifications Coming. 


MADISON, \Vis, Mar. 25.—As a re- 


sult of a- conference between the rail- 
road commission and represent utives of 
the telephone companies of the state j 
here yesterday, all free telephone sr.r- I 
vice will soon cease. The commission an- 
nounced that it would make a classifi- 
cation whereby it would be necessary 
for every subscriber to 
n 
telephone 


company to pay. 
This will cut out all 


free service to public officials, munici- 
palities, ministers, 
charitable 
institu- 


tions, social and fraternal clubs, and 
to officers, stockholders and employes 
of telephone companies. 


The conference was attended by about 


250 telephone men. 


Alonx.o Burl. H. 0. Seymour and At- 


torney .Mack explained how the inequal- 
ities in rates and differences in classifi- 
cations of service had grown up. and 
how the general tendency of the bit; 
companies was to readjust their meth- 
ods and rates so as to bring thru! elear- 
ly within the provisions of the general 
utilities law. The1 Wisconsin Telephone 
company, it developed at the hearing, 
has readjusted its affairs so that it ran 
easily comply with nny reasonable or- 
der that, may be promulgated by the' 
commission. 
This will be much more 


difficult with the-smaller companies in 
the state. 


The biggest problem confronting 
the 


commission seems to be that of making 
n classification of service that will be 
satisfactory to both the companies and 
their patrons. 
Many of the rural com- 


panies have.no just basis'for their rates. 
Some subscribers are 
heavily 
taxed, 


while others get largely reduced .rales, 
and some stockholders get practically 
fr.ce. service. It developed at the bearing 
that the discriminations among patron1! 
of rural telephones, were, considerably 
greater than .generally supposed. 


The commission will probably not be 


able to make a report on the conference 
and issue orders regarding classifications 
of service nnd other, questions involved 
in the regulation 'of telephone compan- 
ies for several weeks.

ERALLY SUPPOSED. 


MANY SHOWED AN INCREASE 


Systems in West Make Good Reports- 


Entire Passenger and -Freight .Earn 
ings of Thirteen Roads For Past Six 


Months in 1907 "Were $775,000,000, 


An Increase of' $54,000,000 over '06. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 24.— 


Every indication points to an improve- 
ment generally in the railroad and in- 
dustrial situation of the country ac- 
cording to reports made "by the great 
railway system of- America to the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 
These 


reports are to the effect that,. while the 
railroads suffered .to some extent by 
what has come to be referred to as. the 
"October panic," the loss was by no 
means so serious as generally has been 
supposed. 


It appears from the reports that the 


effect was felt particularly by the eas- 
tern lines' and by the lines in the south- 
eastern part of .the country, a few of 
which wore embarassed not only by^ a 
falling off of revenues, but by their in- 
ability to obtain ready cash with which 
o carry on improvements which they 
.;ad begun while the western lines and 
,hc trans-con'tinenta'l' roails have not.. 
suffered materially from the 
-financial 


depression.

''Varieties 
of 
Sponges. — About 
ten 


species of "vegetable • sponges" are ndw 
cultivated in the warmer parts of Africa 
and Asia, especially in Algeria. 
The 


fruit is edible before maturity; but on 
ripening the; pulp separates from the 
fibrous 'material, which then becomes an 
excellent substitute for real sponge for 
tho toilet, bathroom' and • many other 
purposes. The Algerian sponges are in 
large demand in Paris, 


Variations of Temperature.—One of 


the government scientists at Washing- 
ton lias recently completed a series of 
investigations with- reference to- the 
causes of • secular variations in 
the 


temperature at the earth's surface. He 
thinks that they are more probably due 
to changes in the amount of carbonic 
acid in the atmosphere than to varia- 
tions in the heat of the sun. 
If the 


amount of carbonic acid that the air 
now contains were diminished a little 
more than one-half, the mean temper- 
ature all over the earth would drop 
about 8 degrees, which' would be suffi- 
cient to bring on another glacial period. 
On the' other hand, an increase of car- 
bonic to between two and three times 
its present amount would raise the mean 
temperature 15 degrees,-and renew the 
hot times of the'Eocene period. . 


Proof of .Plant Memory.—Plant mem- 


ory is . a problem for the inquisitive 
botanist. In 1901 a plant allied to the 
squash and pumpkin was taken to New 
York from the desert of Sonera, in Mex- 
ico, and since then it has been kept— 
without watering—in a strange climate 
3,500 miles.from home. During the six 
weeks of rain in the desert the plant 
grows leaves and flowers and perfects 
its seed. Then it dries up and leaves 
only a1 water-filled .gourd, which a thick, 
hard shell seals against animals and 
evaporation. The transplanted specimen 
still remembers the rainy season of six 
weeks. 
It wakes, sends out rootlets, 


stems and leaves and then dries up 
again until the following year. 


Yawning 
Good 
for 
Health. —Sys- 


tematic yawning seems to have proved 
highly successful.in.Austria as a method 
of vocal and health culture. Dr. Naegli 
advises deep yawning with arms out- 
stretched, thus insuring complete- change 
of air in the lungs," and at each treat- 
ment he has his patients make six to 
eight yawns, each being followed by 
swallowing. 
He regards the exercise, 


with, deep breathing, as the best means 
of strengthening the respiratory organs 
and muscles, while it gives astonishing 
relief in catarrh of the throat. For sing- 
ers a like practice causes the tonsils and 
uvula to retract and harden ,and the 
clear passage gives the voice greater vol- 
ume and improved quality. 


Devicft to Pack Butter.—Attention has 


been attracted in Germany to a new 
method of packing butter which has 
been tried with satisfactory results in 
connection with shipments from Mel- 
bourne to 
Kimberley. 
The method 


which is said to have been already ex- 
tensively adopted in Australia, consists 
in placing the butter in a box formed of 
six plates of ordinary 
window glass 


whose edges are closed with gum paper. 
The glass box is covered with a layer of 
burnt gypsum (plaster of pans) six to 
seven, millimeters (about one-fifth of an 
inch) thick and is then wrapped in 
specially prepared -waterproof packing 
paper. 
As gypsum is a bad conductor 


of heat, a regular temperature is main- 
tained within the glass box.' At present 
the cases are made of sufficient size to 
contain 100 kilograms (220 pounds) of 
butter.

STATE PARKS. 


Milwaukee Journal: 
There is no 


question that the state park idea is 
meeting with more and 
more 
favor. 


Public 
sentiment is crystallizing 
and 


the demand that the state legislature 
at the next session provide funds for 
the purchase of large tracts of land, in 
accordance with tho plans of the state 
park board, is growing stronger day by 
day. 


There are a good many arguments to 


be made in favor of the state park pro- 
ject. Not the least potent of these is 
the fact that the establishment of a 
number of state parks will result in in- 
creased farm values in a large. section 
of the state. The natural result of es- 
tablishing a state park in the north- 
ern part of the state, for instance, would 
be to attract large numbers of people 
to that portion of the state. It is easy 
to see how successfully this would ad- 
vertise northern 
Wisconsin 
and how 


it would bring in new settlers. More 
settlers means higher land values. And 
that means more taxes to the state. 
A number of slate parks will .prove a 
good investment for Wisconsin. 


One other thing of great importance 


is likely .to result. The preservation of 
the forests would 
be 
promised. The 


people would come to see more clearly 
the need of protecting the forests and of 
developing 
and protecting the 
water 


powers of tho state. These great natur- 
al resources should bo safeguarded. 


From whatever viewpoint one con- 


siders the state park project, it calls 
forth approval. The Journal hopes that 
the present agitation- will result in the 
currying out of tho state park board's 
carefully considered plans. The legis- 
lature should delay- no longer.
